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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1-7, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of the use of a polyolefinic, oriented, multiplayer film as support film in the 
production of a ceramic capacitor, wherein the multiplayer film consists of a base layer 
and at least one top layer having a surface and the film having an opposite surface, the 
opposite surface being opposite the surface of the top layer, wherein the top layer 
comprises a propylene polymer and at least one incompatible polyolefin, and in that the 
incompatible polyolefin is an LDPE, HDPE, MDPE, ethelene-propylene copolymer or a 
cycloolefin polymer or a syndiotactic polymer. 

With respect to claims 8-14, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of the use of a polyolefinic, oriented, multiplayer film as support film in the 
production of photoresist layers, wherein the multiplayer film consists of a base layer 
and at least one top layer having a surface and the film having an opposite surface, the 
opposite surface being opposite the surface of the top layer, wherein the top layer 
comprises a propylene polymer and at least one incompatible polyolefin, and in that the 
incompatible polyolefin is an LDPE, HDPE, MDPE, ethelene-propylene copolymer or a 
cycloolefin polymer or a syndiotactic polymer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later

Response to Arguments 
2. The applicant has argued that Siefried is silent with respect to the use of a 
polyolefinic, oriented, multiplayerfilm as support film in the production of a ceramic 
capacitor, wherein the multiplayer film consists of a base layer and at least one top layer 
having a surface and the film having an opposite surface, the opposite surface being 
opposite the surface of the top layer, wherein the top layer comprises a propylene 
polymer and at least one incompatible polyolefin, and in that the incompatible polyolefin 
is an LDPE, HDPE, MDPE, ethelene-propylene copolymer or a cycloolefin polymer or a 
syndiotactic polymer. The examiner finds this argument persuasive. Therefore, the 
examiner made decision to allow this limitation over the prior art of record.
